DYING ROBBER’S 
STORY BRANDS

Both Suspended ; Says

Out of the lips of Harry Ward, dy- 
ing robber, came a torrent of amazing 
stories yesterday, clearing up old mys- 
teries, recovering stolen treasure, sus- 
pending detective sergeants, jailing al- 
leged accomplices. 

And at intervals during the day 
came victims to identify him, and men 
and women simply curious to see the 
youth who killed one man and wound- 
ed three others in his last adventure— 
the attempted holdup of the Austin 
store of “ Al the Hatter.” 

Just before this last adventure—end- 
ed by a policeman's bullet—Ward had 
attempted to take the $25,000 payroll 
of the National Malleable Castings com- 
pany in Melrose Park. H. D. Jones, 
who lives in the Y. M. C. A. hotel at 
1515 Monroe street, the , timekeeper of 
the company, he said, “had told him 
the time the messenger should arrive 
with the money.

Jones is under 
arrest. Last night he was taken to 
Melrose Park.

LONDON, Oct. 24.—Hopeful progress 
toward settlement of the coal miners’ 
strike was made today at a meeting 
between the strikers’ representatives 
and the government at 10 Downing 
street. Beyond this statement all that 
was given out was the fact that no 
definite decision had been reached. 

Those present at the conference were 
Prime Minister Lloyd George, Mr. 
Bonar Law, Sir Robert Horne, Mines 
Minister Bridgeman, Coal Controller 
Duncan, Sir A. Lloyd Graeme, parlia- 
mentary sec-etary of the board of 
trade, and Sir Maurice Hankey, secre 
tary of the cabinet, for the govern- 
ment, and Robert Smillie, the miners’ 
leader; Frank Hodges, their secretary, 
and Messrs, Smith and Robson, for 
the strikers. The conference lamtes 
two hours. 

Premier Sticks to Plan. 

It is understood that Mr Lioyd 
George proposed to grant at once the 
demand of the miners for a 2 shillings 
per shift increase in wages on the stip- 
ulation that the miners arrange imme- 
diately to meet with the mine owners 
to work out a plan for increased pro- 
duction. 

The details of this plan were talked 


over and the conferees agreed to meet } 


again tomorrow, although no definite 
time was set for the meeting. 

The proceedings this morning seemed 
cordial in tone, and both sides are ex- 
tremely hopeful that a way has been 
found out of the labor difficulty. In 
any case the acute stage of the strike 
is admitted to have. passed. 

Labor Congress to Meet. 

It is stated that there will no exten- 
sion of the strike to the railway work- 
ers or transport men until after the 
meeting of the general labor congress | 
next Wednesday, and it is deemed 
certain that if the miners’ strike is un- 
settled at that time the congress will 
do all in its power to restore peace. 


SIGN OF TURNING TIDE. 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—[By Associated | 


Press.J—-One indication of a hopeful 
turn in the tide of affairs was afforded 
tonight by a report from a well in- 
formed source that the government 
contemplated postponing the introduc- 
tion in parliament of its age 
bill, which virtually would place the 
country on a war basis.

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 24. — Ata 
meeting here today of representatives 
of American commission houses it 
developed that the total value of Amer- 
ican goods rejected at this port owing 
to falling prices and high exchange 
on the American dollar approximates 
$12,000,000. 

Other large consignments of Amer- 
ican goods are now en route to Buenos 
Aires and leading American firms are 
fearing a crisis unless the Federal 
Reserve administration relieves them 
from operation of the rediscount 
rules. 

Most of the rejections were noted 
with regard to textiles, foodstuffs, 
machinery, and steel. 

Under the Federal Reserve ruling 
trade acceptances drawn against re- 
newals are not eligible for re-discount. 
Several American firms here find dif- 
ficulty in carrying accommodations 
from their reserve funds because they 
have rejected goods in the Buenos 
Aires customs house whose value is 
in excess of their capital.
